After 
scrutinizing each point carefully she can 
discover nothing which can result in any- 
thing save good. 

The completion of the South and North 
Railroad had long been an object of 
desire, not only by Montgomery, but by 
the State of Alabama, and many abortive 
attempts to obtain this desideratum had 
been made. The contract entered 
into by the company about two 
years ago gave fair promise of the 
line being pushed through. Since the 
beginning of the present year various cir- 
e imstances combined to impede its pro- 
gress. Last March the financial depres- 
sion culminated, and the contractors, says 
the Montgomery Advertiser, “proposed to 
the company to take its bonds and other 
securitles at certain rates not in violation 
of law or against the interest of the com- 
pany and guarantee the early completion 
of the road. The company accepted this 
proposition, with the wise provision that 
m no case should the assets thus secured 
pass by negotiation into the hands of any 
corporation whose interest was antago- 
nistic to Montgomery. The contractors, 
looking only to a reliable financial basis 
for future operations, willingly acceptéd 
the amendment, and sought Louisville as 
a natural ally, knowing her foresight and 
ability.“ 

It the lease of the Nashville and Deca- 
tur road could be obtained, the Louisville 
and Nashville Company was found willing 
to accept the securities offered by the con- 
tractors. Negotiations were accordingly 
instituted, the Directors of the Nashville 
and Decatur road accepted the offer of the 
Louisville and Nashville Company to lease 
the road, and, this having been confirmed 
by the stockholders at Pulaski, the South 
and North road will soon be an accom- 
plished fact. 

What then?“ asks Montgomery, and the 
Advertiser answers the question in a long 
article, the abstract of which is us follows: 

Montgomery will have a line shorter by 
eighty-six miles than the shortest existing 
line from the cotton section of the north 
and northwest; competition will be stim- 
ulated by the increased number of west- 
ern connections, and freights consequently 
reduced. Montgomery will become the 
entrepot for the great cotton productions 
of Alabama and Southern Georgia; she 
will be likewise freed irom the control of 
the “Georgia Railroad Ring;” and not 
only will Montgomery be ‘benefitted but 
Alabama will share in the advantages re- 
sulting from the negotiations—mioveral 
resources will be developed, the credit ot 
the State rendered less liable to be impair- 
ed when the bonds of the road are in- 
dorsed by a rich corporation, aud in a 
short time two mullions of dollars will be 
spent along the line, of which sum the 
greater portion will remain in the State. 

For these advantages the only off-set 
which is anticipated is the probable loss 
ot the control of the election of the of- 
ficers tor the road. 

For the Falls City Montgomery has none 
of the feelings ot a jealous rival. The 
commercial interests of both wilt be ad- 
vanced to the injury of neither. Both 
will be in possession of trade facilities that 
can not fail to result in reciprocal advance- 


Alsatia and Lorraine. 

The fate of those portions of Alsatia and 
Lorraine that have been annexed to Ger- 
| Many will not be as favorable as was at 
first supposed. The country is not to have 
its separate government, its own legisla- 
ture, and a mere connection with the em- 
pire such as thatof the other German 
States. The decreeof Emperor WILLIAM 
which was laid before the German Parlia_ 
ment ordains that the constitution of the 
Empire will be introduced there only after 
the first of January, 1874. Previous to 
that time, that is about three years, the 
government of the provinces isto be en- 
ürely at the discretion of the Emperor 
who will be absolute ruler of them 
The government will be decidedly 
of a military character, and the country 
for the next three years at the mercy of a 
number of Prussian satraps. That the 
inhabitants of the conquered provinces are 
by no means enchanted at this beautiful 
prospect, is but too evident, and could not 
be disguised by Bismarck himselt, who, in 
the very speech in which he advocated the 
adoption of this decree, was obliged to ad- 
mit that the annexation was consummated 
against the will of the vast majority of the 
population of the conquered districts. 
Nevertheless, the German Chancellor 
etated that there was alicaly a visivic 
change of their sentiments in favor of 
Germany perceptible, and the Imperial 
Government would do all in its power to 
foster these seatiments; and, in conclusion, 
he expressed the hope that the Alsatians 
and Lorrains would soon become 
Germans with heart and soul, 
While Bismarck expressed such hopes 
in regard to the conversion of the Alsa
